Irſt for the Book of Common Prayers , 
it may be alledged char God himſelfe 
appointed in the Law a ſer forme of Be- 
nedition , as Numb. 6, ver, 23,24,25, 
26. 

2. That Davidappointed ſet Pſalmes to be ſung up- 
on ſpecial occaſions, as thetitle of them theweth. 

3- Thar the Prophet Foe! appointed a ſet forme of 
Prayers to be uſed by the Priefts at a ſolemne Faſt, 
Toel i 7. 

4. That Chriſt not only commanded us to pray 
after ſuch a manner, 44.6.9. but to uſea ſer form 
of words, Luke 11, and the 2, When you pray, ſay, On 
Father, &c. | | : 

5. The Spitit of God is no more reſtrained by uſing 
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a ſer forme of prayers, then by ſinging ſet Hymnes or 
Pſalmes in meeter, which ye Ye adverſaries of our 
Common Prayers praQtiſein their aſſemblies. 

6. Of all prayers, premeditated are the beſt, Eccl, 
5.2. and of premeditated prayers,thoſe which are al- 
lowed by publick authority are to be preferred before 
choſe which are to be uttered by any private ſpirit. 

7. All che Churches in che Chriſtian world in the 
firſt and beſt times had their ſer forme of Lyturgy 
whereof moſt are extant in the writings of the Fathers 
ac this day. 

8. Let our Service-book be compared tothe French, 
Dutch,or any other Lyturgy preſcribed in any of 
theſe former Churches, an] it will appear to any in- 
different Reader, that itis more exaR and compleat 
then any of them. 

9. Our Service Book was penned and allowed of, 
not only by learned Doctors, but glorious Martyrs, 
who ſealed the truth of the reformed Religion wich 
their blood. 

Yet it cannot be denyed that there are que 1am in 

bre corpore, and it were to be wiſhed, ſo ur were to 

done without much noiſe, 

 T,, That the Calender in part might be reformed, 
and the Leſſons taken out of the Apocrypha might be 
ſtruck out,and otherLeſſons taken out of the Caneni- 
cal Scripture appointed to be read in places of them ; 
for beſides that there is no neceſſity in reading any of 
the Apocrypha,there are ſome of the Chapters repug- 


nant to the Dodrine of the holy Scripture, as namely - 
in ſome Chapters of Tob4r. 
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all ſentences alledged our ot the holy Scripture, the 
laſt tranſlation of King Fames his Bible may be tol- 
lowed; for in the former there be many es not 
agreeing to the original, as might be proved by many 
ſentences. 

3. That in the Rubrick, wherein ot late the word 
Prieſt hath been-purt inſtead of Migiſter, ic may be ex- 
punged, and the word Miniſter reftored,which is leſſe 
offenſive & more agreeable to the language of all the 
reformed Churches, and likewiſe ſome clauſes which 
ſeem ſurreptitiouſly to haye crept into it, be expun- 
ged,as namely after the Communion. 

4.Every Pari(hioner ſhall communicate,&c.and ſhal 
after receive the Sacrament , and other rights accord- 
ing to the order in the book appointed, which words 
can carry no good ſenſe in a Proteſtant Cure ; nor 
thoſe added after private Baptiſme : That it is cer- _ 
rain by Gods Word,that children being bapriſed have 
all rhings- neceſſary for ſalvation,and be undoubtedly 
ſaved. 

5. Thatin the Hymnes inſtead of che Song of the 
three Children, ſome other were placed ont of the 
Canonical Scripture , and that a fitcer Plalme were 
choſen at the Churching of women for theſe yerſes: 

He will not ſuffer thy foot to be moved : and the 
Sunne ſhall not burne thee by day, nor the 'Moon by 
night : ſeem not to bepertinenr. 

6. Thatin the Prayers & Colle&s ſome expreſſions 
bettered, as whereit is ſaid, Almighty God which 
onely worketh great things, &c. 

Andlet thy mercy loſe them for the, &c. -

For Epiſcopall govcrnment,it may be alledged that 
in the vld Law, the Pricſts were above the Levites, 
That in the Law the Apoſtles were above the ſe- 
venty Diſciples, 
That in. the ſubſcription of Saint Pauls Epiſiles 
which re part of the Canonical Scriptures : 
Ir is ſaid that Timzothers ordained the firſt Biſhop of 
the Church of the Chriſtizns, 
Thar Epiſcopall ordination and juritdiRion hath cx- 
-p:els warrant in holy Scriptures : 
As namely Titzs the 1. and the 5.For this cauſe left 
1 thee in Creet that thou ſhoul4e# ſet in order thines that 
are wantine, and ordaine Prebyters, that is, Miniſters 
in every City as the fuſt of Ti»9thy the 5.22,Lay haxids 
fuddenly on no man, and verſe 19. Againſt a Presbyter 
or Miniſter receive not an accuſation but under two 0r 
three witneſſes, | 
The Angels to whom the Epiſtles were. endorſed, 
2.and: 3. of the; Apocalyps, are by the unanimous

Euſebius and other Eccleliaſtical Writers. "me, 
none contradicting them,that the Apoſils themſelves 
choſe James Biſhop of Feruſalems z, and that in all the 
Apoſtolick See there ſucceeded Biſhops, which con- 
tinued in all the Chriſtian world, 'and no other go- 
vernment heard of in the Churches for 1500. yeares 
and more, than by Biſhops and the Canons both gene- 
ral and proyincial conſiſted of Biſhops. RE 

That ſo many Att of Parliament and Lawes of the 
Kingdome, and Statutes of the Colledges of both U- 
niverſities, have relation to Biſhops, 

That the removing of them,eſpecially there having 
been no other government eyer ſetled in the King- 
dome , will breed an infinite confuſion, and no re» 
formation in the Church ; yer it will be wiſhed that in 
ſome things our goverriment might be reduced to the 
conſticution and practice of the primitive Churchy; e- 
ſpecially in theſe particulars.
